Claims 15-35 are allowed because the prior art does not disclose or suggest a 
timepiece comprising a middle, an antenna of a solid electrically conductive monobloc 
mass having a shape of at least a portion of ring and disposed on or affixed to an outer 
periphery of the middle, the antenna connected to a transceiver circuit by a conductor 
passing through a wall of the middle. Specifically, the prior art does not disclose an 
antenna of only a solid monobloc mass affixed to an outer periphery of the middle of a 
timepiece, and a connected to a transceiver by conductor passing through a wall of the 
middle.
